Farmers will do well to keep their 
costs at a minimum this year in the 
opinion of U. T. Extension Farm 
Management specialists. They add 
that coat of production per unit of 
crops and livestock have a very di¬ 
rect bearing on farm profits. 

While many things affect cost of 
production and profits to farmer? 
j working under similar conditions, the 
most successful farmers usually have 
higher yields of crops and livestock 
I and accomplish more work per man 
i and work animal. 

Cost of production records obtain- 
i ed by the U. T. Farm Management 
Department show that one Central 
Basin farmer produced 65 bushels of 
corn per acre in 1935. On the average 
C.ntral Basil farm it would take two 
or more acres to produce this com. j 
Higher yields save land, labor and 
capital. 

Inorea9ed yields per acre of cash | 
crops may be secured toy careful lan 
sel ction and judicious use of fertti- 
Hzer, lime and manure. A program 
of this type results in less row crops, 
leaving more land to be planted to 
feed, forage and soil building crops 
It also paves the way for longer ro 
tations and more productive soils in 
the future. 

Th extra hay and pas ure produc-1 
ed may be marketed through live-1 
stock, which, in addition to providing 
another source of income leaves three 
fourths of the plant fod removed to 
be returned to the land in the form 
of manure.
